Baker of the federal court Is the 
development of the extent of white­ 
capping and mob violence in Indiana. 
The complainant’s attorney, in trying 
to find out the views of the jurors, 
disclosed that in eight or nine of the 
twelve 
counties 
represented 
there 
have either been whitecapping^ or 
lynchings. 
This is doubtless a shock 
to the people who are always talking 
of 
p e rm ittin g the law to take Its 
course, and it is s u rp ris in g to those 
I who have followed the drift of such 
matters. 
A few years ago whitecap- 
pings were of frequent occurrence In 
counties in the central and southern 
part of the s ta te , and even now they 
bob up once in a while. 
The members 
of the Jury declared that they favored 
the law taking Its course, yet two of 
three frankly admitted that if a mem 
ber of their family was a victim of 
the erime fo r which men are lynched 
these days, they would not say what 
they would do. 
It would not be sur­ 
prising if the state laws an* amended 
in the near future so that the men 
who commit crimes inciting mob vio­ 
lence may be summarily dealt with in 
th** courts. 
As it is, the examination 
here has demonstrated that but few 
loealities have been without a white­ 
capping or a lynching at some time.
